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U.  S.  EXPORTS  OF  BEEF  BREEDING  CATTLE, 
CALENDAR  YEAR  1967 

U.  S.  exports  of  beef  breeding  cattle  in  1967,  based  on  official  veteri- 
narian certificates,  increased  2h  percent  from  13>99^  head  in  I966  to 
17>320  head  in  1967*    This  increase  was  reflected  in  larger  purchases 
by  Venezuela,  Portugal,  Peru,  and  Canada.    Mexico  is  still  the  leading 
export  outlet  for  beef  breeding  cattle,  taking  6, 06l  head  in  the  I967 
calendar  year  as  compared  to  J, 069  in  I966.    This  number  represented 
35  percent  of  the  total  U.  S.  beef  breeding  cattle  exported  in  1967. 
Venezuela  ranked  second  and  Canada  third.    Portugal,  for  the  first  time, 
imported  1,  515  head  from  the  United  States  during  the  1967  calendar 
year,  thu3  ranking  fourth.    Peru  ranked  fifth  with  1,491  head.    The  most 
significant  development  in  the  export  of  beef  cattle  was  the  breakthrough 
to  the  Portuguese  market,  which  had  been  in  the  offing  for  at  least  3 
or  k  years.    U.  S.  beef  breeding  cattle  were  shipped  to  32  countries 
in  1967. 

The  Hereford  breed  led  all  others  numerically  in  1967  with  5,079  head 
shipped  to  11  countries  throughout  the  world.     During  I966,  Hereford 
exports  were  4,375  head  to  12  countries. 

Second  ranking  breed  in  I967  was  Brahman  which  had  a  substantial  drop 
to  2,576  head  as  compared  with  4,089  in  1966.    The  decline  of  Brahman 
cattle  exports  is  largely  attributed  to  the  decreases  in  exports  to 
Venezuela  in  I967  as  compared  to  I966.    Also,  there  were  decreases  in 
exports  to  Mexico,  Nicaragua,  Panama,  and  South  Africa. 

The  Santa  Gertrudis  breed  moved  into  third  place  with  1,920  head 
exported  as  compared  with  only  1,257  in  I966.    Angus  dropped  from  third 
to  fourth  place  in  export  numbers  in  1967  and  decreased  to  1,691  as 
compared  with  1,799  in  the  previous  year.     Charolais  ranked  fifth  with 
1,240. 


Mexico  and  Portugal,  taking  50  percent  and  30  percent  respectively, 
were  the  largest  markets  for  Hereford  cattle  during  I967.  Brehr^r. 
cattle  were  sold  to  19  countries,  with  Venezuela  taking  30  percent, 
Mexico  21  percent,  and  Guatemala  l6  percent  of  the  total.    Mexico  took 
about  50  percent  of  the  total  Angus  exports.    Exports  of  the  Brangus 
breed  practically  doubled  in  1967  as  compared  with  1966,  with  Mexico 
taking  66  percent  and  Venezuela  30  percent  of  the  total.  Charolais 
exports  decreased  slightly. 

Crossbred  beef  breeding  cattle  made  a  big  jump  into  the  U.  S.  beef 
cattle  export  picture  in  1967,  with  a  total  of  3>075  head  exported 
to  foreign  countries.    These  animals  were  principally  Brahman  crosses 
with  other  breeds  and  were  identified  on  U.S.D.A.  veterinarian  certi- 
ficates as  crossbred  breeding  cattle  since  they  could  not  be  classed 
as  a  pure  breed.    The  use  of  U.  S.  crossbred  heifers  in  cattle 
expansion  programs  in  Venezuela  and  Peru  has  just  begun,  and  it  is 
expected  more  of  this  type  animal  will  be  ex-ported  to  these  countries. 
In  1967  Venezuela  imported  2,227  head  of  crossbred  cattle  and  Peru 
took  662  head. 

The  State  of  Texas  again  led  all  others  in  the  number  of  beef  cattle 
exports  with  8,9^  or  52  percent  of  the  total  beef  breeding  cattle 
exported  during  1967.    Florida  ranked  second,  exporting  3,223  or  19 
percent  of  the  total,  and  Arizona  again  ranked  third  with  1,030  head. 
Oklahoma  moved  up  from  twentieth  place  to  fourth  place  in  I967  in 
export  importance.    This  was  mainly  due  to  the  number  of  cattle  that 
were  bought  out  of  Oklahoma  and  sent  to  Portugal.    A  total  of  U2  States 
contributed  to  the  export  of  U.  S.  beef  breeding  cattle  during  1967 
as  compared  with  39  in  1966.
